Full $5.28M plan, 
3-phase project

In three parts or as a lump 
sum, city councilors werent 
buying the proposed makeover 
for Walnut Street Extension this 
week. 

Councilors on Tuesday voted 
9-0 against the streetscape proj- 
ect backed by Mayor Richard Co- 
hen and the town’s Engineering 
and Planning departments. The 
only disagreement among coun- 
cilors was their particular rea- 
sons for voting nay. 

For some, it was the size of the 
expenditure, which would have 
been bonded, resulting in a tax 
hike. Some councilors worried 
that the money would be wasted 
if the Games and Lanes property 
were not redeveloped in a man- 
ner compatible with the “down- 
town’ vision. Others said a street- 
scape redesign would not have 
the promised rejuvenating effect 
on the business climate. 

“The problem with Walnut 
Street Extension has nothing to 
do with the public infrastructure, 
said Councilor Christopher John- 
son. “It has to do with an aban- 
doned shopping center on one 
end and a disgrace of a building 
on the other end.’ 

The council voted against the 
original $5.28 million streetscape 
plan, which would have replaced 
the strip mall parking lots with 
wider sidewalks, a bike lane and 
angled on-street parking, along 
with other modifications such 
as tree plantings, traffic calming 
measures and a rotary at the in- 
tersection with Ramah Circle.

The dispensary, proposed by 
a Springfield-based nonprofit 
known as Debilitating Medical 
Condition ‘Treatment Centers 
Inc., received the mayor's approv- 
alin a letter to state officials dated 
Feb. 28. Associate Town Solicitor 
Stephen Buoniconti character- 
ized the letter as a formality that 
allows the applicant to proceed 
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through the state Department of 
Public Health permitting process. 

“It’s a procedural step required 
for any applicant at the state lev- 
el” Buoniconti said. “[It] just pret- 
ty much states that the mayor is 
open to the concept. Were going 
to want to see, obviously, all the 
details.’ 

A DMCTC business plan dat- 
ed “February 2017” envisions 
employing the equivalent of six 
full-time workers at the Agawam 


dispensary in the first year of 
operation, increasing to 10.5 in 
the second year and 13.5 in the 
third. Those workers would serve 
a projected 1,650 patients at first, 
growing to 3,900 patients in the 
third year, accounting for 17,288 
visits in the first year, 64,575 in the 
third. Those numbers are subject 
to change, noted Paul Boudreau, 
a lawyer for DMCTC based in 
South Hadley.

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Councilors will ask for CPA ballot vote

Members of the City Council plan to ask for 
a referendum vote on the Community Preser- 
vation Act, Councilor George Bitzas said this 
week. 

He said he and a few of his colleagues will 
ask the council to reject the CPA, a 1 percent 
property tax surcharge that feeds into a special 
account, outside the town’s operating budget, 
that can only be used on capital expenses relat- 
ed to open space, recreation, historical preser- 
vation or housing. That would have the effect of 
triggering a ballot vote in November on wheth- 
er to keep the tax hike in place. 

Bitzas said his motivation is simply to give 
citizens a chance to weigh in on the 15-year-old 
law, which he said was originally intended to be 
reviewed every five years. There has not been 
a vote on the CPA since it was first adopted in

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Agawam. 

During that time, what used to be a 1:1 
match — the state would contribute $1 to Aga- 
wams CPA account for every $1 raised via the 
local surcharge — has dwindled to just 18 cents 
of state aid for each local dollar, Bitzas said. 

He said the CPA account has a positive bal- 
ance of $3.5 million, and the town could spend 
that money after ending the tax surcharge to 
“let the people take a little breather.’ 

Bitzas also proposed a referendum on the 
CPA last year. At the time, Mayor Richard Co- 
hen said he supports retaining the 1 percent 
CPA surcharge, but also supports putting it up 
to a town-wide vote. 

The CPA has provided key funding for sev- 
eral Agawam recreational projects, such as 
the high school athletic field project and both 
phases of School Street Park. 

The next meeting of the City Council is Mon- 
day, May 1.

Baby's Teeth — 
When to Start Flouride Toothpaste 


We are frequently asked when is the best time to make the leap 
from fluoride-free (training toothpaste) to fluoride kid's toothpaste. 
The most updated guidelines suggest that parents can skip the 
training toothpaste all together. The American Dental Association 
and the American Academy of Pediatric Dentistry suggest a tiny 
smear of fluoride toothpaste (about the size of a rice grain) on 
the brush twice daily as soon as baby teeth come into the mouth. 
Once children turn 3 years old, the amount can be increased to a 
pea-size dollop. Children should be taught to spit out toothpaste 
as they get older, but parents can still help small children brush 
with a tiny amount of fluoride toothpaste even before they are 
able to spit. The purpose of these updated guidelines is to fight 
the rising number of cavities among young children, which can be 
caused by frequent snacking and/or frequent juice consumption. 
These recommendations overturn previous recommendations to 
start using a pea-size amount of fluoride toothpaste at 2 years. 
Remember these are general guidelines — it is always best to ask 
your child's dentist for specific recommendations! 
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School budget, supt. interviews on Tuesday agenda

The School Committee has two important items on 
the agenda for next Tuesday’s meeting, adopting the fiscal 
2018 School Department budget and interviewing the two 
administrators who hope to be chosen to implement it. 

A public hearing on the proposed budget will be held 
from 6:30 to 7 p.m. at Doering School, 68 Main St., Aga- 
wam. Residents can make comments after School Superin- 
tendent William Sapelli completes a brief budget presen- 
tation. One of the first actions at the committee’s regular 
meeting that follows the hearing will be to vote on a pro- 
posed $43.6 million budget. 

This is Sapellis sixth and final budget presentation as 
school superintendent. One of two finalists to be inter- 
viewed next week — Allison LeClair, currently the district's 
assistant superintendent, or Steve Lemanski, current prin- 
cipal at Agawam High School — will take office along with 
the new budget on July 1. 

Finalist interviews are scheduled from 7:30 to 8:30 p.m. 
following the budget vote and adjournment of the regular 
meeting. The interviews are open to the public and will be 
televised on Comcast channels 12 and 15. 

Interviews had been scheduled for April 6, but the com- 
mittee pushed them back to after school vacation. The 
committee is expected to announce who the new superin- 
tendent will be during its next regular meeting on May 9. 

In preparation for the interviews, both candidates 
spent April 5 touring the district's schools and meeting 
with school staff. Although a public meet-and-greet later 
that evening at the junior high school was sparsely attend- 
ed, residents have offered comments through an online 
survey on the districts website or by completing paper 
survey forms. Comments will be accepted until April 26. 

The proposed budget will likely be identical to the pre- 
liminary budget Sapelli presented at the April 11 meeting, 
with no objections from committee members at the time. 
If the new budget is approved as proposed, district spend- 
ing will increase by 3.06 percent. This amounts to an in- 
crease of nearly $1.3 million from the current $42.3 million 
budget. 

The proposed fiscal 2018 budget — like the previous 
budgets Sapelli has presented — is a level-service budget 
that maintains educational programs and staff, rather than 
a level-funded budget that could require cuts. Increases to

the 2017-18 school year budget total $1.4 million, but have 
been offset by decreases to the budget that total $138,651. 

Although the proposed increase for fiscal 2018 is near- 
ly $40,000 less than the increase to the fiscal 2017 budget, 
there are no plans to cut programs, lay off staff, impose 
new fees, or increase existing fees. 

Sapelli also said all salaries — the largest chunk of the 
budget — are estimated, because contract negotiations

have yet to be settled with one of the bargaining units. The 
School Department employs approximately 700 people in 
five bargaining units, the largest group of town employees. 

The total salary increase in the preliminary budget is 
just over $1.3 million, but nearly $57,000 higher than the 
actual proposed increase for the entire fiscal 2018 budget. 
That estimated salary cost, however, is about $300, 000 less 
than the estimated amount in the fiscal 2017 budget pro- 
posal. 


‘Mixed bag’ of funding 

Sapelli said grants and federal funds will be use d to 
supplement the department's purchase of services and 
supplies. When it comes to state aid, it’s a bit of a mixed 
bag. 

Robert Clickstein, the schools business manager, ex- 
plained during the preliminary budget presentation that 
the state's required local aid contribution — one of the 
two state funding sources — will be just over $22 million, 
a decrease of more than $600,000 from fiscal 2017. Chapter 
70 funds, however, will increase by $20 per student, or $76, 
620. 

Other highlights of the proposed budget include: 

- Increase to building-based budgets: $57,044 

e Increase in athletic supplies: $2,000 

e Increase in out-of-district, non-special education tui- 
tions: $16,485 

e Increase in special education tuitions: $6,259 

e Decrease in special education supplies: $50,000 

e Decrease in transportation costs: $88,651 

The district's mission statement, vision, core values, 
and themes as well as individual school improvement 
plans and building-based budgets are other components 
used in developing the budget. Anthony Bonavita, chair- 
man of the School Committees Budget and Finance Sub- 
committee, and Paul Cavallo, chairman of the City Coun- 
cils Budget Subcommittee, also provided input during 
budget preparations. 

If the school budget is approved on Tuesday, it will go to 
the City Council to be incorporated into the town’s budget. 
Once approved, copies of the budget will be available for 
the public to view at the library, the city clerk's office at 
Town Hall, and at the School Department central office at 
the junior high school. It also will be posted on the district 
website, www.agawampublicschools.org.

for continuing to ignore the School Commit- 
tees request to build a new Early Childhood Center. 
School officials have been talking about the need for 
a new preschool for more than 20 years, ever since 
the “temporary” facility opened at Perry Lane Park. 
They worked with an architect in 2015 to develop a 
preliminary sketch of their building needs — and it 
isnt cheap. By the start of last year they were talking 
about a combined kindergarten and pre-kindergarten 
at an estimated $26 million. They voted in June 2016 to 
support that plan. The mayor included it in the capital 
plan and then ... nothing. It’s been nearly a year and 
were no closer to a vote. Granted, the new ECC is a 
lot to ask, at an estimated $200 per taxpayer, per year. 
It may be too early, without a town-wide debate over 
the size of this particular project, for councilors and 
the mayor to make a decision. But it’s not too much 
to ask that the peoples elected representatives begin 
the discussion.

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and in his retirement he has helped West 
Springfield manage its public access televi- 
sion studio. 

He met Mayor Richard Cohen while 
producing a candidate debate years ago at 
Springfield Technical Community College, 
where the mayor used to work. When the 
mayor needed someone to lend technical 
expertise to the television studio project, 
18 months ago, he knew whom to call. 
Jarvis helped the town choose the equip- 
ment for the studio, including the camer- 
as, microphones, spot and filler lights and 
control boards. The back wall is painted 
green to allow “green screen’ effects. All the 
equipment was purchased new. 

Building the studio cost about $70,000, 
all of which was provided by Comcast, 
funded by a “pass-through” charge to all 
cable subscribers in Agawam, according to 
town Information Technology Director Jeff 
Hulbert. 

The cameras are a step above what an 
amateur hobbyist would have, approach- 
ing the professional level. While Agawam’s 
studio cameras aren't as expensive as the 
studio cameras at WGGB, for example, “the 
TV stations very often would have a few 
of these cameras” as backup or portable 
units, Jarvis said. 

The channel will need a large corps of 
volunteers to produce local programs, Jar- 
vis said. Though a typical interview show 
may only have one regular host in front of 
the camera, what viewers dont see is the 
large crew that even the smallest produc- 
tion needs: Operators at each camera, a 
sound engineer coordinating the micro- 
phones, a lighting engineer, an editor at the 
control board and a director to manage the 
crew. 

“When it’s on the screen it looks like it 
‘just happens,” Jarvis said, but work behind 
the scenes can easily occupy a half-dozen 
people. 

Channels 12 and 15 currently show a 
“bulletin board” of rotating public service 
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announcements, as well as a few public-in- 
terest programs taped out of town, and 
important public meetings such as the City 
Council and School Committee. Hulbert 
said hed like to see the channel start pro- 
ducing its own local programs, as well as 
taking the “field” camera out to film Aga- 
wam sporting events, concerts and other 
cultural activities. 

Although the public access channel 
hasnt started producing local programs 
yet, the new studio has already seen steady 
use, from AHS students in the school's 
broadcast journalism class. 

Ryan Brown, a business and broadcast- 
ing teacher at the school, said his students 
are starting to produce an interview show 
every week, as well as single-camera field 
reports. Interviews so far include chats 
with AHS Principal Steven Lemanski and 
a retrospective with Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli, as he prepares to retire after 
40 years working in education. 

“Its true project-based learning, Brown 
said. He said students have been using the 
studio for more than 10 weeks. 

Jarvis emphasized, however, that the 
studio is intended for use by all residents of 
Agawam, not just AHS students. 

“Because it’s here, the video classes have 
use of it, but it’s not the school studio, said 
Jarvis. “Were in the school building, but 
this is the public access channel.’ 

Anyone interested in volunteering to be 
part of a television crew, working in the stu- 
dio or taping a production on location, can 
call the access channel at 413-523-0367 and 
leave a message indicating area of interest, 
name and phone number. A member of the 
public access studio crew will return the 
call. The information may also be emailed 
to accesstv@agawam.ma.us. 

Volunteers will be required to attend 
training sessions to acquaint themselves 
with the various aspects of television pro- 
duction and to understand the proper han- 
dling and use of the equipment.

Councilors also voted against a compro- 
mise amendment entered by Councilor 
George Bitzas — who said he made the mo- 
tion on behalf of the mayor, who did not at- 
tend the council meeting — to spend $3.61 
million on “phase 1” of the streetscape now, 
and fund two additional phases in the fu- 
ture, for a total cost of $6.35 million. 

Councilor Robert Rossi said it was “ab- 
solutely meaningless’ to spend money on 
Walnut Street Extension without first re- 
developing Games and Lanes, the derelict 
and contaminated building that forms 
one-quarter of the frontage on the two- 
block commercial section of Walnut Street 
Extension. 

‘Tm not opposed to the redevelopment 
of that area, Rossi said. “We need to get a 
committee together to work with the prop- 
erty and business owners ... then we can 
come up with a plan that’s long-term.’ 

Councilor Paul Cavallo questioned why 
the town would spend millions of dollars 
on a two-block stretch of Walnut Street 
Extension when there are so many other 
struggling retail zones in town, such as the 
storefronts along Main Street near School 
Street in Agawam Center. He said the mon- 
ey would also be better spent on sidewalk 
repairs throughout town. 

Earlier in the evening, Agawam resi- 
dents spoke for and against the project. 
Several people who had spoken at a sub- 
committee meeting last week, and at the 
City Council meeting April 3, reiterated 
their opinions on the project. 

David Gardner, who owns property on 
Walnut Street Extension, asked councilors 
to approve the project. 

“Doing nothing tonight is not a well 


thought-out strategy for the town of Aga- 
wam, he said. “If we turn our backs on 
this project ... were going to get what we 
deserve.’ 

Corinne Wingard also spoke in favor 
of the project, saying the projected tax in- 
crease — $27 per year for the owner of a 
$218,000 residential property — is a small 
price for a vibrant commercial district. Di- 
ane Labbe, however, disagreed. 

“You say the taxes are not a big thing. 
To some people they are, she said. She also 
pointed to Games and Lanes: “As long as 
it’s an eyesore, no matter how much money 
you put into Walnut Street, it won't change.’ 

Town Engineer Michelle Chase ex- 
plained that the town was pushing for a 
spending commitment now — while Games 
and Lanes has not yet been redeveloped — 
because of an April 26 deadline for the state 
to finalize its plans for the intersection of 
Springfield and Walnut streets. That inter- 
section will be reconfigured as part of the 
state-funded reconstruction of the Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge, starting in 2018. 

With the Walnut Street Extension plan 
rejected, the state is expected to rebuild 
the northern end of the extension, leading 
up to the Springfield Street intersection, 
on the current alignment, which is offset 15 
feet from the alignment envisioned by the 
streetscape plan. If the town were to adopt 
the streetscape plan in the future, it would 
have to tear up the newly resurfaced inter- 
section and rebuild it at additional expense. 

All of the City Council members present 
on April 18 participated in the two Walnut 
Street Extension votes. Councilors Cecilia 
Calabrese and Gina Letellier were not at 
the meeting.

Road near the Agawam Rotary. The dispen- 
sary would occupy a former doctor's office, 
Boudreau said. 

DMCTCss leadership team includes Dr. 
Samuel Mazza, former president of the 
medical staff at Holyoke Hospital, as CEO; 
former state Sen. Brian Lees, R-East Long- 
meadow, as chief operations officer; and 
Richard Marchese, former chief of police 
in Longmeadow, as its director of security. 
Heriberto Flores and Partners for Commu- 
nity Inc., of Springfield, manage its admin- 
istrative functions. 

The dispensarys current business 
plan only addresses the sale of medical 
marijuana to patients with a doctor's pre- 
scription. Last November, Massachusetts 
voters approved the sale of marijuana for 
recreational purposes, but the state has 
not yet developed a permitting process for 
recreational dispensaries, and the Legisla- 
ture has voted not to license recreational 
dispensaries until mid-2018 at the earliest. 

“That’s not even on their radar screen, 
Boudreau said when asked if DMCTC 
planned to branch out into recreation- 
al marijuana next year. “They are strictly, 
right now, a medical marijuana dispensary. 
That’s the only license they ve applied for. 

Lees said state approval for the medical 
dispensary is likely “between six months 
and a year’ away, though he said the pro- 
cess is hard to estimate. Medical marijua- 
na dispensaries are an allowed use in the 
proposed site's Industrial A zone, so if the 
state approves a license for DMCTC, it’s 
possible the town’s only vote on the project 
will come when Zoning Board of Appeals 
reviews its site plan. 

Buoniconti said the mayor also plans 
to negotiate a community host agreement 
with DMCTC, however. Boudreau said 
such agreements — which often involve 
annual payments by the dispensary to the 
town government, certain town agencies, 
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or local charities — are “standard operat- 
ing procedure for most dispensaries’ in 
Massachusetts. 

The dispensary proposal has been dis- 
cussed within Town Hall, but has not been 
the subject of any public meetings before 
or since the Feb. 28 signing of the letter 
of non-opposition. City Council Presi- 
dent James Cichetti said he was aware of 
the project and sent his own statement of 
non-opposition — speaking for himself, 
not for the council as a whole — on Feb. 28. 

The council had been involved in pub- 
lic discussions about a previous medical 
marijuana dispensary proposal, also in the 
South End Bridge area, in July 2016. The 
petitioner, Herbology Group, had asked 
the council to sign a letter of non-opposi- 
tion at that time. The council opted to wait 
for more information about the Herbology 
project. No additional information was re- 
ceived, and the Herbology proposal is no 
longer active, town Planning and Commu- 
nity Development Director Marc Strange 
said. 

Lees, who is also a former clerk magis- 
trate at Hampden County Superior Court, 
said Agawam residents should be excited 
about the prospect of a medical marijuana 
dispensary in their town. 

“This is anew business [that is] going to 
be employing people in Agawam, he said. 
“I look on this as positive’ 

The Agawam facility would be a dispen- 
sary only; the nonprofit group has received 
a letter of non-opposition from the town 
of Warren, Mass., for its proposed cultiva- 
tion facility. Lees said his group is currently 
looking at only one dispensary site. 

DMCTC previously proposed a com- 
bined grow-and-dispensary operation in 
Holyoke, but opted to withdraw its appli- 
cation after encountering delays from city 
government there, said Boudreau.

Little over 1 week left for outdoor burning 


Outdoor burning season ends Monday, 
May 1. Anyone wishing to burn yard waste 
in Agawam must apply for a season permit 
from the Fire Department, at a cost of $10. 
Those who already received a permit earli- 
er in 2017 do not need to purchase another 
one. 

Permit application forms are available 
at Fire Headquarters, 800 Main St., Aga- 
wam, or at www.agawam.ma.us/burning. 
Permit holders must call the Fire Depart- 
ment at 413-786-2662 after 9:30 a.m. on the 
day of the fire to confirm that burning is 
allowed that day. 


Fires must be no closer to a building 
than 50 feet, and must be put out before 4 
p.m. The fire should always be monitored 
by an adult and should be put out if it starts 
to get out of control, begins to negatively 
impact a neighbor's air quality, or a danger- 
ous weather condition develops, such as 
increased winds. Those who allow a fire to 
get out of hand may face fines or even jail. 

The Fire Department website details 
what items are permitted in an outdoor 
burn. Trash, construction debris and pe- 
troleum products, for example, are not al- 
lowed.

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Inside dirt on trash toters, part 3 


Starting July 3, the town of Agawam will 
switch from its traditional curbside waste 
collection program — with trash barrels 
and recycling bins emptied by hand — to 
a new system using wheeled trash and re- 
cycling carts, picked up by an automated 
arm attached to the garbage truck. The 
Department of Public Works recently re- 
leased a list of questions 
and answers about the 
switch. The Agawam 
Advertiser News is re- 
printing the DPW docu- 
ment in three parts; parts 
1 and 2 were printed on 
April 6 and 13. 

What items should NOT 
be placed in the trash cart? 
No loose household trash 
should be placed in the cart; 
all trash needs to be bagged 
before being placed in the 
cart. Bagged trash keeps the 
cart clean, as well as keeping 
the neighborhoods clear of 
debris when emptying the 
carts. Items that should not 
be placed in the trash cart 
include, but are not limited 
to, bulky waste, electronics, 
household hazardous waste, 
liquid paint, recycling, yard waste, etc. Spot 
inspections will take place to determine if 
trash carts contain unacceptable waste. If 
unacceptable waste is found, the cart will 
be scanned and the driver will be notified 
not to collect. 

Will my trash cart be collected if the 
cover is open? Carts with open covers due

to overflowing trash will not be collected. 

What if I have trash that exceeds the 
65-gallon trash cart capacity? Any trash 
in excess of the 65-gallon cart will require 
an official town overflow bag. These green 
bags are for household trash only (no re- 
cyclable materials, hazardous waste, yard 
waste, bulky waste, electronics, or con- 
struction debris permit- 

ted). 

Where do I get the 
town overflow bags? 

Overflow bags will be 

available for sale at local 

retail stores. Locations 
will be announced. 

How much do the bags 
cost? Bags will be sold in 
rolls of 5 for $15 (sales tax-ex- 
empt). 

Why is there a 
charge for the overflow 
bags? 65 gallon carts are 
expected to hold 3-5 gar- 

bage bags per week. It has 

been shown that if home- 
owners donate reusable 
items and recycle, this cart 
size is sufficient for most 
families. It is expected that 
the cost of the bag will cov- 
er the cost of manufacturing the bag, col- 
lection and disposal. It is not the intention 
of the town or retail stores to make a profit 
on bag sales. 

What if I have an item that will not 
fit into my trash cart? Anything that does 
not fit into a trash cart or overflow bag is 
considered a bulk item. Bulk items are col- 





lected at the curb, six times a year, by ap- 
pointment only. Any bulk items not sched- 
uled will not be collected and may result 
in a fine if left on the tree belt. To inquire 
about the next collection on your street or 
to schedule a bulk collection, call Republic 
Services at 413-557-6700. 

What may I place in my recycling 
cart? There has been no change to what is 
allowable in the recycling stream. The only 
change made was that you may now com- 
bine paper, cardboard, bottles and cans 
in one container. For a more detailed list 
of recyclable materials visit the DPW sec- 
tion of the town website at www.agawam. 
ma.us/dpw. 

What is not allowed in the recycling 
cart? Please do not include the following 
items in the recycling cart: garden hoses, 
Christmas lights, bagged trash or recycling, 
plastic bags, shrink wrap, black plastic, sy- 
ringes, hazardous waste containers, Sty- 
rofoam, plastic cups, light bulbs, window 
glass, mirrors, pots and pans, scrap metal, 
dishes, electronics, toys, clothes or batter- 
ies (this list is not all inclusive). 

Topics previously addressed in parts 1 
and 2 included how to replace a stolen or 
damaged cart, where to place the cart on 
collection day, changes in collection days 
and routes, and which households are eli- 
gible for carts.
